WASHINGTON (AP) — The nation’s 
unemployment rate dropped from 7.3 to 7 
per cent in April, its lowest level in 29 
months, as a half-million Americans found 
jobs, the government reported today. 
Labor Department analysts said the 
improvement “very definitely shows a 
strong expansion’’ in the economy following 
the severe winter weather that disrupted 
production and pushed unemployment up 
earlier this year. 
At 7 per cent, the nation’s jobless rate was 
at its lowest level since November 1974 
when it stood at 6.7 per cent during the last 
recession.-The rate has dropped by one full 
percentage point in the last five months and 
is down two points from its May 1975 
recession peak of 9 per cent.

April’s decline in unemployment followed 
a two-tenths of a per cent drop in March 
from 7.5 to 7.3 per cent. It was also the 
second month in a row that employment 
improved sharply. 
Total employment increased by 548,000 in 
April, "reaching a milestone of 90 million 
persons,” the government said. 
Employment had also increased by about 
a half a million in March and has risen 
nearly 2.3 million since last October, for an 
average of 380,000 a month. 
The number of persons unemployed 
dropped by 330,000 in April to 6.7 million, 
with most of the decline among persons who 
had lost their last job, as opposed to those 
entering the labor market last month. 
The nation’s improving job picture 


contrasts with reports of accelerating in­ 
flation. The Labor Department reported 
Thursday that wholesale prices last month 
rose another 1.1 per cent, an annual rate of 
more than 13 per cent. 
While administration officials are con­ 
cerned over inflation, they are more con­

Treasury Secretary W. Michael Blumenthal 
predicted earlier this week that the ad­ 
ministration’s goal of reducing joblessness 
below 7 per cent by year end "is going to be 
achieved ahead of schedule.” 
Joblessness had fallen from its 1975 
recession high of 9 per cent to a low in 1976 
of 7.3 per cent last May, but climbed to a 
year’s high of 8 per cent during the “pause” 
between the recovery and the recession. 


Although unemployment has improved 
sharply in just the last few months, the 7 per 
cent rate is still high by historical stan­ 
dards. 
Nearly every worker group shared in the 
April improvement, but most of the gain oc­ 
curred among adult men whose jobless rate 
fell from 5.4 to 5 per cent, its lowest point in 
24 years.

last month. 
The Labor Department said that 57 per 
cent of the persons who were not in prison, 
in hospitals or going to school, had jobs last 
month.

Cryts home reflects century of spirit

The project is 
supported completely by donations, and 
many civic organizations and individuals in 
the community have contributed money or 
services. The Heritage Association has 
estimated that it will cost about $20,000 to 
completely restore the house. 
Hie Ipm e was originally located on South 
Main Street directly north of the Dexter 
National Bank. The bank donated the house 
to the association on the condition that it be 
moved to another location. The city of 
Dexter donated an acre of open land near 
the intersection of Castor and Coopr Streets, 
which the house new occupies. 
C. R. Trotter, a retired civil engineer and 
president of the association, says various 
groups in Dexter had been interested in 
preserving the 
Cryts home, but thinks it 
took the advent of the American Bicen­ 
tennial to actually get the project started. 
The total renovation may take at least 
four years. The house is in the beginning 
stage of renovation now. The exterior has 
been stripped to its original siding, which 
was double wall cypress planking. 
Pillars on the outside of the home are not 
authentic, but will be left on.

; Back in the early years of the century, a suffragette 
was defined as “one who has ceased to be a lady and has 
not yet become a gentleman.” 
' Women did eventually achieve “gentleman” status in 
1920 by virtue of the 19th Amendment, which accorded 
them full voting equality with men. Today, it is the heirs 
of the suffragettes, the women’s “libbers," who are- 
having a hard time winning respectability. 
When the proposed Equal Rights Amendment was 
passed by Congress on March 22,1972, its ratification by 
the states seemed assured. Who in these modern times 
Would be against something which stated simply that 
“Equality of rights under the law shall not be denied or 
abridged by the United States or by any State on account 
of sex”? 
’Off to a fast and furious start, the ERA was approved 
by 35 states within the next five years. But there it 
became stuck — three states short of the 38 necessary to 
make it a part of the Constitution. 
Nearly all the states have now spoken on the amend­ 
ment, and 12 have rejected it, some of them more than 
ojice. Latest setback was in Florida, where after an 
S 
otional debate the state senate voted it down for the 
ond time. 
I This was the fourth rejection of the ERA since 
January, and many fear it may have been fatal. In the 
fflce of solidifying resistance, supporters of the amen­ 
dment have less than two years left to reach the magic 
number of 38 before the approval deadline of March 22, 
lf79. 
* Why this resistance? 
»Much of it can be attributed to an effective campaign 
mounted by ERA opponents, who have raised all kinds of 
fjars that it would deprive women of many of their 
traditional privileges, undermine the family, lead to 
homosexual marriages and unisex public lavatories and 
send women into combat in time of war. 
;lt has also been noted that most of the defeats for the 
SRA have been in the states of the old South, which have 
always been more conservative and where the idea that 
nSen should be gentlemen and women should be ladies is 
sISll highly honored. (Florida, for example, also voted 
against the 19th Amendment in 1919.) 
iBut not a little of the reaction must be attributed to 
‘^Ms.-takes” by women’s liberations leaders themselves, 
who came on too strong a few years ago as man-hating, 
housewife despising radicals. 
»Fairly or unfairly, that image became fixed in the 
public mind, and a later playing down of the male- 
chauvinist- pig approach has not been able to erase it. It 
is significant that the more recent opposition to the ERA 
hps not been among men but among women. 
;Yet most of these same women support the philosophy 
behind the Equal Rights Amendment, if not the amen­ 
dment itself. Thus failure of the ERA, if that is what the 
Florida vote portends, will not mean failure of the 
women’s movement. It has already won immense gains 
for women in terms of equal pay and equal opportunities, 
and it will win more in the future as it continues to focus

The first suffragettes did not live to see their cause 
triumph.

CARTER’S ENERGY 
PROGRAM

It is difficult to select the right 
direction for the future if you 
don’t know how you got where 
you are now. 
The C arter energy program is 
defective on both counts. It 
doesn't explain why it is that our 
country is importing so much 
oil, and it offers no plans for 
increasing energy production in 
the years to come. 
The United States is blessed 
with 
large 
oil 
reserv es. 
Unfortunately, the development 
of much of our oil and gas 
reserves has been blocked for 
years by the federal govern­ 
ment. 
Development of Alaskan oil 
and gas was stalled for four 
years 
by 
the 
powerful 
en­ 
vironmentalists who argued that 
building 
the 
pipeline 
would 
damage the Alaskan perm afrost 
and wildlife. These argum ents 
were invalide, but they were 
persuasive 
w ith 
federal 
bureaucrats and judges. 
Meanwhile, our government 
has prevented drilling for oil and 
ga^ off our East and West coasts 
and in much of the Gulf of 
Mexico. Only about 2 per cent of 
our country and its continental 
shelves has been explored for oil 
and 
gas. 
A 
recent 
United 
Nations report quoted estim ates 
of experts that the world has 
enough oil and gas to last 
another 100 years. 
President C arter’s two recent 
speeches on energy seek to solve 
the 
problem 
by 
restricting 
consumption instead of by in­ 
creasing production 
Instead of encouraging oil and 
gas 
exploration, 
P resid en t 
t arter wants to shift our country 
to coal and solar energy and to 
impose a new “welhead tax on 
existing supplies of domestic 
oil.” This new tax would be 
equal to the difference between 
the present controlled price of 
oil and the world price. 
White House aides called Mr. 


C arter’s two energy speeches 
his “sky is falling’’ speeches 
because they painted the picture 
of an energy crisis as severe as 
war. They could also be called 
his “pie in the sky by and by” 
speeches because of the carrot 
he held out in 
term s of a 
promise to return some “of the 
money collected by this tax to 
the consumers and workers of 
Am erica.” 
This is the typical pattern of 
the 
Big 
Brother- 
types 
in 
Washington who seek to pacify 
the voters by dangling the hope 
of a little return from our con­ 
stantly increasing federal taxes. 
Our 
entire 
American 
ex­ 
perience is testimony to the fact 
that we have a better chance of 
solving the energy crisis by 
individual ingenuity and free 
competition than we have by 
federal controls. The first ball­ 
point pens cost $15 each and the 
first 
pocket calculators $500 
each. Despite inflation, business 
production experts reduced the 
prices to 29 cents for ball-points 
and about $200 for new models of 
the $500 calculators. 
A pound of plutonium will 
produce as much energy as 5,000 
barrels of oil. The United States 
has 250,000 tons of uranium in 
storage and 700,000 tons of 
proved reserves, all of which 
can be converted to plutonium. 
This can produce energy equal 
to about nine trillion barrels of 
oil. Fast-breeder reactors will 
provide about 60 times as much 
energy from uranium as the 
present nuclear fission process. 
Yet 
President 
C arter 
an­ 
nounced that “ there is no need to 
enter the plutonium age by 
licensing, or building a fast- 
breeder reactor such as the 
proposed demonstration plant at 
Clinch River,” in Tennessee. 
Much money has already been 
spent on this reactor plant. 
Our government’s blocking of 
oil and gas exporation, as well 
as of construction of the m ar­ 
velous new fast-breeder reac­ 
tors, m eans higher electricity 
and fuel costs for all of us.

One confidential report 
states that “in 1963, Oswald was 
seen leaving the Dallas office 
of Alpha 66." This was a Cuban 
commando group trained bv 
the CIA. 
A Cuban CIA operative, An­ 
tonio Veciana, also told in­ 
vestigators that he had been 
summoned to Dallas in August 
1963 by his CIA contact - a 
mysterious man who went by 
the name of Morris Bishop. 
States a confidential summary: 
“When (Veciana) arrived. 
Bishop was accompanied by 
another man, Lee Harvey 
Oswald." 
Another witness who im­ 
pressed the investigators, 
Sylvia Odio, told them that two 
anti-Castro Cubans had in­ 
troduced her to an American 
by the name of Leon Oswald. 
She was told that Oswald was 
trying “to convince anti-Castro 
Cuban groups ... to kill Presi­ 
dent Kennedy." After the 
assassination, she recognized 
this American as Lee Harvey 
Oswald. 


The House investigators 
don’t really believe that the 
CIA had any part in the 
murder of President Kennedy. 
More likely, they suspect the 
CIA may have tried to cover up 
some embarrassing contacts 
with Oswald in Dallas. 
In any case, the CIA took 
pains to give the impression 
that Oswald was in Mexico City 
at the time that witnesses 
claimed he was dealing with 
the CIA-guided Cubans in 
Dallas. Veciana, for example, 
told of a strange call he 
received from his CIA contact 
after Kennedy was killed. 
The CIA man, Morris Bishop, 
asked Veciana to contact his 
cousin, Guillamo Ruiez. who 
worked for the Cuban embassy 
in Mexico City. Relates a confi­ 
dential report: “Veciana was to 
relay Bishop’s offer to pay 
Ruiez and his wife to say that 
they had met with Oswald in 
Mexico City." 
This not only would have 
placed Oswald out of Dallas 
but would have thrown suspi­ 
cion on the Castro government. 
The ruse was later called off. 
Instead, the CIA cited secret 
tapes and photographs as evi­ 
dence that Oswald had been in 
touch with both the Cuban and 
Soviet embassies in Mexico 
City. 
The CIA kept tapes of all 
phone calls going in and out of 
the two embassies. Photo­ 


graphs were also taken of 
everyone entering and leaving 
these embassies. On Oct. l, 1963, 
the CIA notified other U.S. em­ 
bassies that “an American 
male, who identified himself as 
Lee Oswald, contacted the 
Soviet Embassy in Mexico 
City.” 
Oswald was described in the 
cable as “approximately 35 
years old, with an athletic 
build, about six feet tall, with a 
receding hairline.” The com­ 
mittee files note that this “in no 
way physically resembles the 
Lee Harvey Oswald accused of 
assassinating President Ken­ 
nedy.” 
The CLA sought photographs 
from the Navy to compare with 
its photographs of Oswald at 
the Soviet embassy. Declares a 
com m ittee report: “These 
photographs, though obviously 
not of the correct Lee Harvey 
Oswald, became the Warren 
Commission’s exhibit 237. The 
CIA admitted that there had 
been a mix-up but never 
cleared the matter up." 
A CIA witness has told com­ 
mittee investigators, mean­ 
while, that the CIA’s monitor­ 
ing camera happened to break 
down on the day that Oswald 
allegedly visited the Soviet em­ 
bassy. But the CIA tap on the 
Soviet embassy’s phone pro­ 
duced an alleged telephone 
call from someone who iden­ 
tified himself as “Lee Henry 
Oswald." 
The CIA witness claimed 
that the actual voice recording 
of the telephone conversation 
“was destroyed in routine 
destruction procedures ap­ 
proximately one week after it 
was received." Yet more than 
seven weeks later, the FBI 
claimed to have heard the 
telephone conversation that the 
CIA said had been destroyed. 
The FBI’s judgment was that 
the voice did not belong to 
Oswald. 
Wrote late FBI Director J. 
Edgar Hoover on Nov. 23,1963: 
“The Central Intelligence 


Agency advised that on Oct 1, 
1963, an extremely sensitive 
source had reported that an in­ 
dividual identified himself as 
Lee Oswald, who contacted the 
Soviet Embassy in Mexico City 
inquiring as to any messages. 
“Special Agents of this 
Bureau, who have conversed 
with Oswald in Dallas, Texas, 
have observed photographs of 
the individual referred to 
above and have listened to a 
recording of his voice. These 
Special Agents are of the opi­ 
nion that the above-referred-to 
individual was not Lee Harvey 
Oswald.” 
The House investigators are 
beginning to wonder whether 
the CIA concocted the whole 
Oswald adventure in Mexico 
City in an attempt to conceal 
his real activities in Dallas. It is 
worth mentioning that the CIA, 
at White House instigation, 
began to create another Mex­ 
ico cover story nine years later 
to obstruct the FBI investiga­ 
tion of Watergate. 
Footnote: The CIA had no 
comment.

Aid to Whom? 
Predicts welfare looting will 
run to |10 billion annually 
WASHINGTON- Apparently 
Dick Nixon on the tube is far 
juicier media meat than a 
reluctant official government 
admission that some 82 billion a 
year in Medicaid money is going 
down the tube into the bot- : 
tomless pockets of crooked J 
“needy” 
clients, 
doctors, 
pharmacists and other vendors. 
So I’m rescuing this story of 
the official confession that such 
a vast sum has been wasted by a 
lethargic civil service, stolen in 
a thousand communities by 
professional 
medical 
con­ 
spirators and ripped off by 
ineligibles. 
In technical terms, on April 
29, the Health, Education and 
Welfare Department conceded 
that 8980 miUiona year out of $15 
billion in federal-state Medicaid 
funds have gone astray. And this 
follows a report that another 
billion dollars was stolen yearly 
' by physicians (300 of whom are 
now being grilled in New York), 
medical mill operatives and 
other high-class peddlers. 
, 
It’s imperative to note that 
this fantastic thievery whirls up 
from Medicaid alone. 
And that the latest HEW 
confessional is an official report 
covering only 44 states and 
territories. Also, it’s projected 
on only the months from October 
1975 to March 1976. 
Not one penny of this is in 
what we call “welfare,” of­ 
ficially 
known 
as 
public 
assistance, on which some 818 
billion or more is spent annually 
by the federal government, the 
states and some cities. 
Thus, the government itself is 
beginning 
to 
corroborate 
charges long made by this 
column that the entire welfare- 
Medicaid-Medicare and special 
incomes support services are 
being extorted to the tune of at 
least 85 billion a year. Probably 
810 billion. 
Note that the billion-dollar 
“error” 
loss in Medicaid 
reported by HEW last Friday is 
based on an eligibility quality 
survey. 
Any 
social service 
specialist will tell you that 
virtually all Medicaid “clients” 
are also 
“welfare clients.” 
Thus, 
the 
same rate 
of 
ineligibility in Medicaid holds 
steady for the welfare rolls. 
And the thievery and waste in 
welfare are just as innovative 
and frustrating. 
For example, it is now 
projected that the entire New 
York City welfare cost for 1977 
will top 84.1 billion. Of this, $2.2 
billion will be in Medicaid. Some 
$1.5 billion will be in “public 
assistance.” The rest is in ad­ 
ministrative costs and some 
special help to truly needy, aged 
and handicapped folk. 
Into this golden flow, that 
creaking metropolis, many of 
whose officials are literally 
afraid to push effective fraud 
and ineligibility investigators

Small wonder New York City 
is still searching for finances as 
desperately as did Othello for 
Desdemona’s handkerchief. 
Trouble is, in these days of a

vestigative bait any longer. 
For example, recently New 
York state 
welfare inspector 
'general Richard Horan reported

combined rent grants of $606.64 
a month from the welfare 
department.

This new operation, already 
getting convictions and this

Agents of HEW work directly 
in Goldstein’s office. There is an 
FBI input. The bureau has sent 
along accounting specialists. 
There are operatives from the 
state 
Attorney 
General’s 
headquarters. 
Thus, there’s little time 
wasted when HEW probers 
report fraud. The evidence goes 
from one desk to another instead 
of from some distant federal 
office to some indifferent local 
prosecutor. 
The U.S. Attorney, with 
subpoena power, then can move 
right into the grand jury room 
with his specialists. So Goldstein 
has cut down at least two big

THE ERA CLIFHANGER 
Back in the early years of the century, a suffragette 
was defined as “one who has ceased to be a lady and has 
not yet become a gentleman.” 
Women did eventually achieve “gentlem an” status in 
1920 by virtue of the 19th Amendment, which accorded 
them full voting equality with men. Today, it is the heirs 
of the suffragettes, the women’s “ libbers,” who are- 
having a hard time winning respectability. 
When the proposed Equal Rights Amendment was 
passed by Congress on March 22, 1972, its ratification by 
the states seem ed assured. Who in these modern times 
would be against something which stated sim ply that 
“jEquality of rights under the law shall not be 
denied or 
abridged by the United States or by any State on account 
of sex”? 
'Off to a fast and furious start, the ERA was approved 
by 35 states within the next five years. But there it 
became stuck — three states short of the 38 necessary to 
make it a part of the Constitution. 
4 Nearly all the states have now spoken on the amend­ 
ment, and 12 have rejected it, som e of them more than 
opce. Latest setback was in Florida, where after an 
eynotional debate the state senate voted it down for the 
second time. 
tThis was the fourth rejection of the ERA since 
January, and many fear it may have been fatal. In the 
fdce of solidifying resistance, supporters of the am en­ 
dment have less than two years left to reach the magic 
number of 38 before the approval deadline of March 22, 
1&79. 
♦ Why this resistance? 
•Much of it can be attributed to an effective campaign 
mounted by ERA opponents, who have raised all kinds of 
f$ars that it would deprive women of many of their 
traditional privileges, undermine the family, lead to 
hpmosexual marriages and unisex public lavatories and 
send women into combat in tim e of war. 
;lt has also been noted that m ost of the defeats for the 
ERA have been in the states of the old South, which have 
always been more conservative and where the idea that 
rflen should be gentlemen and women should be ladies is 
still highly honored. (Florida, for example, also voted 
against the 19th Amendment in 1919.) 
‘But not a little of the reaction must be attributed to 
“Xls.-takes” by women’s liberations leaders them selves, 
who cam e on too strong a few years ago as man-hating, 
housewife despising radicals. 
^Fairly or unfairly, that im age became fixed in the 
public mind, and a later playing down of the male- 
chauvinist- pig approach has not been able to erase it. It 
is significant that the more recent opposition to the ERA 
hps not been among men but among women. 
;Yet most of these sam e women support the philosophy 
behind the Equal Rights Amendment, if not the amen­ 
dment itself Thus failure of the ERA, if that is what the 
Florida vote portends, will not mean failure of the 
women's movement. It has already won im mense gains 
for women in terms of equal pay and equal opportunities, 
and it will win more in the future as it continues to focus 
on 
wiping 
out 
every 
vestige 
of 
unfair 
sexual 
discrimination. 
The first suffragettes did not live to see their cause 
triumph. If it is any consolation to their counterparts 
today, a later generation of Americans, more confident 
and secure about the idea of equal sexual rights will 
vindicate them, too.

Did CIA Try to Cover Up 
Contact with Oswald?

WASHINGTON -- The secret 
tiles of the House Assassination 
Committee contain rejxirts of 
strange CIA activities in Dallas 
on the eve of the John F. Ken­ 
nedy assassination. 
Credible witnesses have con­ 
firmed our |iast reports that 
the accused assassin, lA*e 
Harvey Oswald, was in touch 
with anti-Castro Cubans in 
Dallas One confidential report 
states that “in 1%3.

Aid to Whom? 
Predicts welfare looting will 
run to $10 billion annually 
WASHINGTON— Apparently 
Dick Nixon on the tube is far 
juicier media 
meat than a 
reluctant official government 
admission that some $2 billion a 
year in Medicaid money is going 
down the tube into the bot­ 
tomless 
pockets of crooked 
“ needy” 
clients, 
doctors, 
pharmacists and other vendors 
So I'm rescuing this story of 
the official confession that such 
a vast sum has been wasted by a 
lethargic civil service, stolen in 
a thousand communities by 
professional 
medical 
con­ 
spirators and ripped off by 
ineiigibles, 
In technical terms, on April 
29, the Health, Education and 
Welfare Department conceded 
that $980 million a year out of $15 
billion in federal-state Medicaid 
funds have gone astray And this 
follows a report that another 
billion dollars was stolen yearly 
by physicians (300 of whom are 
now being grilled in New York), 
medical mill operatives and 
other high-class peddlers. 
It’s imperative to note that 
this fantastic thievery whirls up 
from Medicaid alone 
And that the latest HEW 
confessional is an official report 
covering only 44 states and 
territories Also, it's projected 
on only the months from October 
1975 to March 1976 
Not one penny of this is in 
what we call “welfare,” of­ 
ficially 
known 
as 
public 
assistance, on which some $18 
billion or more is spent annually 
by the federal government, the 
states and some cities 
Thus, the government itself is 
beginning 
to 
corroborate 
charges long made by this 
column that the entire welfare- 
Medicaid-Medicare and special 
incomes support services are 
being extorted to the tune of at 
least $5 billion a year Probably 
$10 billion 
Note that the billion-dollar 
"e rro r” 
loss 
in 
Medicaid 
reported by HEW last Friday is 
based on an eligibility quality 
survey. 
Any 
social 
service 
specialist will tell you that 
virtually all Medicaid “clients” 
are 
also 
“welfare clients." 
Thus, 
the 
sam e 
rate 
of 
ineligibility in Medicaid holifc 
steady for the welfare rolls 
And the thievery and waste in 
welfare are just as innovative 
and frustrating 
For example, it is now 
projected that the entire New 
York City welfare cost for 1977 
will top $4 1 billion Of this, $2 2 
billion will be in Medicaid Some 
$15 billion will be in “public 
assistance.” The rest is in ad­ 
ministrative costs and some 
special help to truly needy, aged 
and handicapped folk 
Into this golden flow, that 
creaking metropolis, many of 
whose officials are literally 
afraid to push effective fraud 
and ineligibility investigators 
(physically 
and 
politically 
scared, yes indeed), throws over 


a billion dollars a year. 
Small wonder New York City 
is still searching for finances as 
desperately as did Othello for 
Desdemona's handkerchief 
Trouble is. in these days of a

report fraud The evidence goes 
from one desk to another instead 
of from some distant federal 
office to some indifferent local

He said Bard had warned Moon and his sect three years ago 
that they would be subject to a trespassing charge if they came 
,on “ *« campus uninvited. Until now, Botstein said, Bard has had 
no incidents related to the Unification Church, which operates a 
seminary nearby. 
Authorities said the trespass charge carries a maximum 
penalty of 18 days in jail and a $100 fine.

“Everything always happens in London. We’re absolutely 
thrilled that the president of the United States wants to come and 
visit us here,” said June Thompson, echoing the enthtaiasm 
voiced by thousands of others. 


5th Nixon interview planned 


BEVERLY HILLS, Calif. (AP) — David Frost says response to 
his first interview with farmer President Richard M. Nixon has 
been so great that he will do a fifth program. 
And that one, he said in a telephone interview, will address one 
of the big questions: Why didn’t Nixon burn the Watergate tapes? 
“We have the right to a further hour,” Frost said Thursday 
night in a telephone interview. "There is so much richness of 
material.” 
“We will definitely do the program at some point, though not 
necessarily consecutively, ” he said. 
He said the fifth program, as yet unscheduled, would include 
Nixon’s remarks on why he didn’t burn the tapes, as well as his 
discussion of the famed 18%-minute gap in one tape. 
Other topics not in the four scheduled interviews, but to be 
included in the fifth program, are revelations of the SALT talks, 
the Middle East war and a confrontation about Chile, he said. 


Cars, peppers, coffee makers 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Due to potentially harmful defects, 
federal agencies are announcing recalls of 2.2 million General 
Motors cars, 24,000 cases of green chili peppers and more than 
three million Mr. Coffee machine*. 
Although GM is the only automaker to issue a recall order so 
far, the National Highway Traffic Safety Administration said it 
also was investigating reported defects in Ford Motor Co. and 
Volkswagen vehicles. 
The GM recall, the largest in four years, involves the power 
brake booster on 2.2 million 1878 Chevrolets, Pontiacs, Olds- 
mobiles, Buicks, Cadillacs andGMC trucks. 
Meanwhile, the Food and Drug Administration ordered the 
recall of 24,162 cases of chili peppers manufactured last year, 
saying the canner’s failure to control acidity during processing 
may enable bacteria to grow in the products. 
The peppers are canned under various brand names, Including 
Western Valley, Okl El Paso, Mountain Pass, Million Star, Nobel, 
Silver Key and Nugget. 
The recalled chili pepper products can be identified by code 
numbers stamped on the can. Thoae involved in the recall will 
have a code number that ends with 76. 
The Consumer Product Safety Commission said the 1678 Mr. 
Coffee coffeemakars wars being recalled because they may pose 
shock and fire hazards. 
North American Systems Inc. of Bedford Heights, Ohio, in­ 
itiated the recall of the Mr. Coffee machines with letters G 
through L and the number 78 - for example K-78—etched in the 
upper right hand part of the back cover plate. 
If you own a Mr. Coffee machine with such letter-number 
combinations, write to P.O. Box 221S2, Cleveland, Ohio, 44122. 
Give your name, address, telephone number and the machine’s 
code number. The company said it will contact customers, fiHng 
them where to take the machines for free modifications.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A Republican senator brought to light 
today a second Justice D e p a r tm e n t warning of an increase in 
vote frauds under the Carter administration’s election day voter 
registration bill. 
Sen. Strom Thurmond, RS.C., gave the Senate Rules Com­ 
mittee a copy of a telegram sent to all U. S. attorneys by Thomas 
H. Henderson, Jr., chief of the Public Integrity Section of the 
Department’s Criminal Division.

“We recognize that election day registration may increase the 
opportunity for election fraud,” the message said and requeried 
the prosecuting attorneys to advise the Justice Department of 
state procedures for requiring voters to sign any form or list 
before or after they vote. 
Thursday, under prodding by Sen Robert P. Griffin, R+Mich., 
the Justice Department gave the committee another internal 
memo prepared by Craig Dansanto, a career lawyer who heads 
the election unit of the Criminal Division, warning that the bill 
has a “ tremendous potential for fraud.” 
South African trip shaky 


JOHANNESBURG, South Africa (AP) — Foreign Minister R. 
F. Botha said today it might “ not be convenient” to receive 
American U.N. Amassador Andrew Young in South Africa later 
this month. 
Botha’s statement, issued by his office in Cape Town, followed 
reports that Young planned to meet with South African Neck 
leaders during his etay in the country.

Moon booked for trespassing 


BARRYTOW N, N.Y. (A P) — The Rev. Sun Myung Moon, 
leader of the controversial Unification Church, has been arrested 
on charges of trespassing on the campus of a small, 
Episcopalian-affiliated college. 
The 57-year-old Moon and 10 of his followers told authorities 
they were “ sightseeing” on Thursday at the Bard College 
campus about 100 miles north of New York City. 
Campus security police said their attention was drawn to the 
group because their behavior was “ inappropriate” and their 
responses to questions "needlessly evasive.” 
College President Leon Botstein, who confirmed that Bard 
would press charges, said he had been told that some of the 
‘‘Moonies’ ’ had walkie-talkies with them. He would not elaborate. 
He said Bard had warned Moon and his sect three years ago 
that they would be subject to a trespassing charge if they came 
on the campus uninvited. Until now, Botstein said, Bard has had 
no incidents related to the Unification Church, which operates a 
seminary nearby. 
Authorities said the trespass charge carries “a maximum 
penalty of 15 days in jail and a $100 fine.

Now, on the placid 
shores of the Chesapeake, the 
poet laureate of Maryland is 
in a similar soup.
